THE CENTURY CO., UNION SQUARE, 
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SPANISH PREPARATIONS FOR WAR. 


The Government of Spain has been busily engaged 
for some time past in putting the fortifications of Hx- 
yana Harbor and the outside approaches in the best pos- 
sible defensive condition. The necessity for direct cable 
communication with Cuba in case of war with the 
United States, and the consequent interruption of mes- 
sages sent to Havana via New York is also being se- 
riously discussed by the Spanish authorities. This in- 
formation is contained in an official report to the War 
Department recently made by Capt. J. H. H. Peshine, 
13th Inf., Military Attache of the United States Lega- 
tion at Madrid. Capt. Peshine has kept the War De- 
partment fully informed as to the work being done by 
the Spanish Government in the way of supplying men, 
arms and ammunition and guns for fortifications in 
(Cuba, and has also submitted to the Department a 
statement as to the fortifications of the seacoast of 
Spain with the improvements which have recently been 
made te them. Capt. Peshine’s reports are carefully 
guirded by the War Department, and the information 
they contain has been so arranged in the Military Infor- 
mation Bureau that it is available for immediate use 
should oceasion arise for its employment. 

In one of his reports to the Department, Capt. Pe- 
shine states that since the beginning of the Cuban Re- 
hellion the fortifications of Havana and other seaports 
of Cuba have been strengthened by the addition of 24 
field guns of the Plasencia type and 61 seacoast guns. 
Most of the latter are of the Krupp and Ordenez type. 
Capt. Peshine has also announced the completion of em- 
placements for the heavy ordnance sent out some time 
ago for Morro Castle. With this work completed, he 
says that the command of the harbor entrance and the 
outside approaches to Havana is assured. In order to 
put the Cuban fortifications in good condition, the Span- 
iards found it necessary to remove some of the guns 
mounted along their own coast. Two ef the Krupp 
cuns, of 30.5 centimeter calibre, were intended for the 
fortifications of Cadiz. Capt. Peshine stated that he 
thought the Ministry of War desired that they should 
he placed in the central battery of the Castle of San 
Sebastian, a stronghold at the entrance of the Port of 
Cadiz. Other guns were ordered for the central battery, 
end that fortification is now ready to give a warm recep- 
tion to an enemy. Capt. Peshine points out the weak- 
ress of the location of the battery, however, stating 
that it is at the foot of the light house near Cadiz, and 
is exposed to a scorching fire from an enemy. without. 
Capt. Peshine reports that a strong feeling is growing 
among the Madrid authorities in favor of direct cable 
communication between Spain and Cuba. It is pointed 
ont that in case of war with the United States cable 
communication with Havana via New York would be 
interrupted. In this event the only line available for 
Spanish use would be that via Pernambuco, Brazil. The 
interruption of prompt telegraphic communication with 
Havana would be seriously felt by Spain, and, appreciat- 
ing this fact, the Spanish authorities are anxious to se- 
cuore a line of their own. 

The report of the year’s naval progress, just issued by 
the Office of Naval Intelligence of the Navy Depart- 
ment, shows that the activity in Spanish Navy Yards 
in anticipation of a prolonged contest in Cuba contin- 
Work is being pressed at all centers of naval con- 
strnetion to the extent of the abilities of the workmen. 
There are now G63 vessels—cruisers, torpedo boats and 
launches—in Cuban waters, and the number will be 
augmented as rapidly as circumstances will allow. Eng- 
land, Seotland, Italy and the United States have been 
drawn upon either for suggestions, new constructions or 
the purchase of merchant vessels fer conversion into 
war ships. The naval estimates for the current year 
aggregate $4,439,000. Of this $386,000 will be expended 
for the new Reina Regente, $579,000 for a new battle- 
ship of 11,000 tons, the total cost of which is estimated 
at $4,246,000; $965,000 for two 6,800-ton cruisers, which 
will cost before completed $2,895,000; $829,900 for two 
torpedo vessels; $289,500 for three 400-ton tugs. The 
changing of the 4.72-inch breech-loading rifles of the 
Pelaye to 5.5 rapid-fire guns will cost $173,700; refit- 
ting of the Numancia, $965,000; new boilers in the De- 
structor, $104,220. 

The Spanish people of the colonies, as well as the in- 
habitants of the mother country, have taken a most 
unusual interest in the rehabilitation and extension of 
their navy, and cases are numerous where large individ- 
ual contributions of money have been proffered for the 
A company of Madrid capitalists has placed 
funds at the disposal of the Government for the con- 
struction of a gunboat for service in Cuba, and a similar 
proposal has been made by the Centro de Dependientes 
de Comercio of Havana. which will probably be ac- 
copied, Spanish subjects in Mexico have contributed a 
“um amounting to $225.00Q@ for a torpedo vessel, to be 
bnilt after the lines of the Temerario, and Spaniards in 
Lima and Caracas have been equally liberal. 

The torpedo boats Furor and Terror, which Messrs. 
J. & G. Thomson, of Glasgow, Scotland, have been 
milding for the Spanish Navy. are ready fot service. 
These vessels were commenced in November, 1895. They 
of the “destroyer” type, but constructed on 
a larger seale. Their displacement is 380 tons, and their 
speed 28 knots. The armament consists of four 2.24- 
inch Maxim-Nordenfelt rapid-fire guns. It is understood 
that plans of the same firm have been accepted for two 
other vessels of a similar type, to attain a speed of 30 
knots, with displacement of 400 tons, at a cost of $463,- 
-). The Thomsons have also completed four single- 
Screw steel gunboats for service in Cuba, with an ar- 
mament of two 2.24-inch Nordenfelt rapid-fire guns and 
one 1-pounder revolying cannon. They are named the 
Diego, Velasquez, Ponce de Leon, Alvarado and Sando- 
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work, 
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val. The Villalobos, a sister ship of the Quiros, is near- 
ing completion at Hong Kong, as well as three galvan- 
ized steel launches. 

The yards of White and of Forrest, the English ship- 
wrights, are furnishing six each single-screw gunboats, 
speed ten knots, 40 tons displacement, the armament to 
consist of one 6-pounder Maxim-Nordenfelt rapid-fire 
gun and one 6-pounder Maxim automatic gun. Nine 
small yachts have been purchased in the United States 
and converted into gunboats. In most cases they carry 
one 0.98-inch Nordenfelt machine gun. Two of them, 
however, are equipped with one 1-pounder rapid-fire gua 
and one 2.24-inch Nordenfelt rapid-fire gun. A vessel 
named the Clara has been purchased in England to re- 
place the Fercolana, and the City of Richmond, once the 
property of the Inman Line, has been bought for use 
as a transport. 

Work in the Spanish Navy Yards progresses very 
slowly. The cruisers of the Reina Mercedes type occu- 
pied twelve years in building. The cost in Government 
yards, too, is three or four times as great as by private 
corporations. Of the Isla de Cuba, Isla de Luzon and 
Marques de la Ensenada, three protected cruisers of the 
same class, the first two built in England cost $223,590 
each, while the last, built in Spain. cost $1,430,973, 
which, even allowing 25 per cent. for exchange, still 
makes the Ensenada cost five times as much as her 
sister ships. 


THE FACTS AS TO THE TEXAS, 


Secretary Herbert on Wednesday gave out a long 
statement in defense of the battleship Texas. The re- 
cent court of inquiry failed to place the responsibility for 
the accident upon any officer connected with the ship or 
yard, Secretary Herbert. however, in accordance with a 
recommendation of the Judge Advocate General, pro- 
nounced Chief Engr. Edward Farmer. of the New York 
Navy Yard, “reprehensible for his failure to see the 
flange made and put on the pine affected.” and Chief 
Engr. William S.Moore, Chief Engr. of the Texas, 
guilty of carelessness. 

The Secretary has ordered Commo. Sicard, command- 
ont of the New York Navy Yard, to confer with Capt. 
Glass, commanding the vessel, and to make such altera- 
tions and repairs to the ship as will make her thoroughly 
Tn the Department's letter of instructions the 

time limits heretofore imposed upon work now in prog- 
ress, ore abolished, and the ship is not to leave the yard 
until she is fully fitted for active service. The Denart- 
ment bas already spent $15,000 at the New York Yard, 
snd this added to the sums paid out at the Norfolk Yard 
in stiffening the bottom and making other 
changes. makes the total cost to the Department on ac- 
count of the Texas, about $300,000 during the present 
reer, 

Reprresentative Bailey, of Texas, on Wednesday intro- 
Puced in the House a resolution directing the Committee 
on Naval Affairs to investigate the facts and the circum- 
stances connected with the construction of the Texas and 
to report the same to the House as soon as practicable. 
Representative Dingley. of Maine, objected to the imme- 
diate consideration of the resolution on the ground that 
it should be referred to the Committee on Naval Affairs 
for repert before being considered by the House. The 
resolution was referred to the committee. Chairman 
Boutelle. whois also chairman of the sub-committee on 
construction having the matter in charge, is desirous of 
bringing out-the fact that there is no fault in either ma- 
terials or workmanship of the Texas, and that such 
faults as may exist are due to defective design. Mr. 
Bailey says he is interested in the Texas because she 
hears the name of his State, and that he will insist that 
she cither be made all right or that her name be changed. 
Following is the Secretary’s statement: 

In giving out the action of the Department on the find- 
ings of the recent court of inquiry as to the accident 
which resulted in the sinking of the Texas at the Navy 
Yard, New York. TI have concluded to depart from my 
vsnal custom, and make a general statement about this 
ship . 

Of course, the’ public knows that the accident about 
which this court of inquiry was heid could not have oc- 
curred at sea, that it happened because a part of an in- 
jection pipe had been taken out for repairs, and that the 
ship was promptly raised without having suffered any 
material damage. So many criticisms of this vessel have 
been made that the public, or, a part of it, may be dis- 
posed to regard her as valueless. 

The Texas was laid down by Mr. Whitney. A board 
of eminent naval officers awarded to a prominent Eng- 
lish designer, Mr. John, the prize that had been offered 
by the Department for the best plans of a battleship of 
given dimensions. At the time, and for some years af- - 
terward, the Navy Department. throngh the Bureaus of 
Construction and Repair and of Steam Engineering. was 
expending considerable money annually in the procure- 
ment of drawings, plans, etc.. from abroad: we were 
ovailing ourselves of the experience of foreign nations. 
Considerable objection was made by some of the officers 
of the Department to the building of a ship on the plans 
of the Texas. and the question was before more than 
one board during the administration of Secretary Whit- 
ney. ond. afterward, during the administration of Secre- 
tary Tracy, the plans having been again brought in ques- 
tion, were submitted to other boards and they were again 
approved, and so the construction of the ship nroceeded 
at the Norfolk Navy Yard, untii. during this administra- 
tion, she was completed and sent to sea. 

There have been several accidents to the ship since she 
was commissioned. Different parts of her machinery 
have, from time to time. developed defects, and it at one 
time became apparent that her bottom needed stiffening. 
She was sent to the Navy Yard at Norfolk. and her bot- 
tom was stiffened and her defects have, it is believed, 
sneaking generally. all heen remedied. except those re- 
lating to her turret and the system of water-tight com- 
partments, developed by the recent flooding of the vessel, 
as shown by the finding of the court of inquiry. given 
herewith. The Department has given orders that these 
deficiencies be completely remedied, which can and will 
be done in a few weeks at the New York Navy Yard, 
and at comparatively small cost.

It would, of course, be very desirable if all our ships, 
when first completed, could be turned over to the Gov- 
ernment by contractors and by Navy Yards in absolutely 
verfect condition, but this has never yet been done either 
in our own or any other navy. A modern war v 
an aggregation of complicated machines, and no expert 
expects a ship to be at its best until it has been shaken 
down by a cruise of months and tried thoroughly in all 
its parts. It is believed that we have made fewer than 
any nation, and certainly less costly mistakes than most 
others in the building of a modern navy; yet there were 
two of our ships, the Castine and the Machias, that had 
to be cut in two and lengthened. There were three oth- 
ers, the Detroit, the Montgomery and the Marblehead, 
in which it was found essential to make far more funda- 
mental changes than have ever been found necessary in 
the Texas, and yet the latter ship, probably because the 
question of her availability as a naval war vessel was 
mooted in the Navy from the | inception of the 
ship, has been subject to an unusual amount of harsh 
criticism. 

It is sometimes stated that there are naval officers who 
are stealthily and surreptitiously aiding, through the 
pecan to have the public condemn a vessel of the U. 8. 
Navy. If this were true there would be no condemna- 
tion too strong and no punishment too severe for such 
conduct. 

The Texas has been cruising as a part of the North 
Atlantic squadron for the past four months, since her 
bottom was stiffened at the Norfolk Navy Yard. Capt. 
Glass, one of the most efficient and reliable officers of the 
Navy, who has been in command of her, declares that 


she is the stiffest, most easily managed and entirely sea- 
worthy ship of the service. Capt. Robley D. Evans, 
commanding the Indiana, holds the same opinion. He 


says that when the fleet, on the 12th of October, was on 
its way to New York, in a hurricane, in the worst sea 
he had ever encountered, the Texas showed that she was 
the most seaworthy ship in the fleet. The Indiana was 
just ahead of the Texas and just behind the Maine, 
which is the rival ship of the Texas, she having been 
built upon the plans of the latter altered in the Depart- 
ment. The Texas rolled only 5 degrees, while both the 
Maine and the Indiana rolled very much more. Capt. 
Evans says the Texas all the time was a perfect gun 
platform, and he was in fair position to judge of the 
relative merits of the different ships. In that fleet were 
at that time the New York, the Indiana, the Columbia, 
the Raleigh, the Texas, the Montgomery and the Maine, 
representing all the different classes of ships, above gun- 
boats, now in the Navy of the United States, and Capt. 
Evans says the Texas, in her seaworthy qualities, was 
far superior to them all. Adml. Bunce corroborates this 
statement. 

This controversy about the Texas bas brought out, nat- 
urally, from among the naval officers who are acquainted 
with the ship, some very stout defenders, among others 
Adml. Brown, commandant at the Norfolk Navy Yard, 
who knows more about her than any one else, except 
her Captain. Some statements by Adml. Brown, which 
it appears from an interview with him, were misunder- 
stood by reporters, has called forth the following letter 
from Mr. Charles Hl, Cramp, by whose permission I give 
it the public: 

Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 6, 1896. 
To the ongeaite the Secretary of the Navy, Washing- 
ton, D, C.: 

Dear Sir.—The New York and Washington papers have 
recently printed some extraordinary statements concern- 
ing the Texas attributed to Adml. Brown. 

At first I gave them little attention, but they were 
iterated and reiterated and elaborated from day to day, 
without disclaimer from the Admiral until they assumed 
a status of culminative evidence to the effect that if the 
Admiral was not responsible for them it became tanta- 
mount to responsibility. 

The substance of these statements is that the troubles 
of the Texas are not due to any defect in the ship, but 
to a conspiracy among private shipbuilders to discredit 
and defame her because she was built in a Navy Yard, 

While the rank absurdity of such a statement might at 
first glance seem sufficient for its own refutation, yet the 
high rank of its alleged and thus far not disputed source, 
compels attention. 

Now, on my part, I know that instead of “‘Conspiring” 
to defame the Texas, I have always defended her to an 
extent that has made me obnoxious to many officers in 
the Navy, who were bitterly opposed to the adoption of 
Mr. John’s scheme. 

When the plans were under consideration, Secretary 
Whitney, independently of the board, invited the judg- 
ment of others, including myself, and I examined the 
drawings and specifications carefully. y verdict was 
that the plans were good, symmetrical d practicable. 
They might not be absolutely the best possible, but they 
were by odds the best submitted in that competition. 

The scantlings were light, but theif lightness was sym- 
metrical, and as a whole, her hull construction involved 
the best mechanical distribution of minimum weight that 
I had ever seen. The practice abroad at that time was 
to reduce the scantlings to the lowest limit of weight. 
The steel era was new and many designers thought they 
could be proportionally reduced and equivalent rigidity 
and strength still maintained. This led to extraordi- 
nary demands of armor and armament on small displace- 
ments, and the Texas and other ships designed at that 
time reached the climax of this tendency which had been 
approved and adopted by our naval authorities in cer- 
tain ships of that date. 

Such was my opinion of the plans of the Texas then, 
and I have never seen any reason to alter it.. 

Returning now to the alleged “conspiracy” against 
Navy Yards, I state an gr that I never handled 
the subject of navy yard methods except in public hear- 
ings before committees, and once in the “Washington 
Post,” making no secret of my responsibility for the 
publics tion. 

In this I did not attack the quality of the work done 
in navy yards, but produced a report which had been 
made by the Navy Department, for the House Commit- 
tee on Appropriations, showing that on the basis of my 
bids to build the Raleigh and Cincinnati, I would have 
built three such ships for what those two cost in the 
navy yard, and I did this to meet and overthrow a 
combination—I will not say a conspiracy—between the 
New York, Norfolk and Mare Island Navy Yards 
against the contract system. 

At the same time I admitted this high cost was due 
to the necessary red ta and military methods inaep- 
arable from any and all attempts of the Government 
to operate as a manufacturer. 

Apart from and beyond the foregoing considerations, 
I have always, and most strenuously, deprecated public 

criticism and discussion of such matters, for the reason 
that they are used abroad to handicap our industries in 
competition for foreign work. 

For example, Li Hung Chang asked me: “Why do the 
South American Republics go to England for their 
ships?’ And I learned that he was prompted to this 
inquiry by the Chinese Government, in consequence of 
the fact that both the British and German Ministers 
to China had called attention to the matter and had 
told the Chinese authorities that it was because good 
ships could not be built here. 
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The armor plate investigation, the allegatidn of de- 
fective stability and many other published criticisms on 
our ships, have been paraded by the English and Ger- 
mans in Japan, China and Russia, and their substance 
= and printed in newspapers there, to our prej- 
udice. 

Far more serious faults prevail in other navies, but 
they are never known to the public, because it is p= 
to prevent ill-judged or misconceived criticism of suc 
affairs. This policy is sound, because whatever may 
be the faults or defects, they certainly cannot be made 
good by printers’ ink, a conviction which I am sure you 
share with me. 

In conelusion, I remark that while I have long depre- 
eated this tendency without saying much about it, | 
have been provoked to this somewhat emphatic protest 
by the fact that Adml. Brown, as quoted, seems to have 
reached the climax of mistake and mischief. Yours re- 
spectfully, Caas.

Continuing, the Secretary says: ‘ 

I call particular attention to what Mr. Cramp says 
about the plans of the Texas. The very remarkable 
qualities as a seagoing vessel she has demonstrated cer- 
tainly vindicate his judgment. I do not mean to assert 
that the Texas is a model ship. She was laid down 
ten years ago. Many improvements have been made 
since that time in turret and water-tight bulkhead sys- 
tems, and also in the distribution of batteries. What I 
do mean to say is that the Texas will prove herself to 
be a valuable vessel. 

As to any controversy between Adml. Brown and the 
shipyards, I have directed him not to talk for publica- 
tion hereafter in relation to the Texas. and it is my 
earnest desire that all naval officers shall pursue a sim- 
ilar course. 

I especially desire to call attention to what Mr. Cramp 
says in his letter about the effect in foreign countries of 
the very frequent criticisms upon American ships by a 
portion of the American press. have direct informa- 
tion, from sources other than Mr. Cramp’s letter, which 
bears out his statement. Both China and Japan are 
building navies. Our shipbuilders naturally desire the 
custom of these two countries. I am credibly informed 
that certain shipbuilders of other countries who were 
competing last spring with American shipbuilders for 
contracts with the Japanese Government had collected 
a large number of very sharp criticisms of American 
ships and put them all in array before the Japanese 
Government for the purpose of showing that we do not 
know how to build ships in this country. 

The press of the country has been generally loyal to 
the Navy, and has been largely instrumental in its suc- 
cessful upbuilding and development; its services in this 
respect cannot be too heartily acknowledged. I submit 
Mr. Cramp’s letter, however, for the purpose of pointing 
out to some of our newspaper friends the unintentional 
injuries to American interests that are liable to result 
from enlarging upon minor mistakes that may have 
been committed, even though at other times full erédit 
be given for the great and substantial successes thai 
have been attained. 

As to the mistakes of rival nations, they can, as a 
rule, only be learned through strictly professional chan- 
nels. So that our shipbuilders when going abroad for 
custom are at a disadvantage when confronted by crit- 
icisms which certainly never were written with the 
thought that they would be used for any such purpose. 
T am sure that those who conduct and control our press 
will agree with me that American shipbuilders have no 
superiors, 

tn making this statement, let me say that I do not 
intend to be drawn into a controversy about the Texas. 
I only wish to put the public in possession of the most 
important facts about the ship, and I certainly do not 
deny the right or duty of the press to criticise naval 
methods. The Department has some times even had its 
attention profitably directed to points in naval adminis- 
tration that might have escaped attention, and whether 
it adopts them or not, it always welcomes suggestions 
whieh are meant to be, as most of them are, in the 
interests of the Navy. 


FIFTY-FOURTH CONGRESS—Second Session. 

The Senate has passed the House bill to increase the 
pension of Mary L. Bacon, w idow of George B. Bacon, 
Lieut. Comdr., U. S. N., to $40 per month. 

The Senate Judiciary Committee favorably reported on 
Monday the bill for the relief of John N. Quackenbush, 
late a Commander in the Navy. Senator Hoar asked 
immediate consideration for the measure, explaining that 
it has passed the Senate several times. Senator Chan- 
dler objected, however, stating that he had “very good 
reasons for making the objection.” What these reasons 
were he failed to explain to the Senate. The bill was 
placed on the calendar. 

Senator Turpie presented on Monday a_ petition for- 
warded by the silent army of deaf soldiers, sailors and 
marines of the United States, praying for an increase of 
pension. 

A message was received by the Senate on Wednesday 
from the House of Representatives agreeing to a fur- 
ther conference on the bill, S. 1,291, granting an increase 
of pension to Celeste A. Boughton, widow of Bvt. Brig. 
Gen. Horace Boughton. 

The Speaker of the House signed on Monday the en- 
rolled bills granting a pension to Mrs. Mary Gould Carr, 
widow of the late Brig. Gen. J. B. Carr, and an increase 
of pension to Caroline A. Hough, widow of -Brig. Gen, 
John Hough. 

_ The Army Appropriation bill was passed without divis- 
ion on Thursday. The debate on the measure occupied 
but one day, Wednesday, and the vote on the measure’s 
passage was taken the following day. The bill makes an 
increase in the amount appropriated for the pay for the 
Army proper and Ordnance Department, and reductions 
in amount asked for the subsistence of the Army. In 
ench case where there is a reduction made the evidence 
before the committee showed that there was a surplus 
corried over from former appropriations. The increase 
in the pay of the rank and file of the Army is made for 
the reason that the evidepee before the committee shows 
that our last appropriation was not sufficient to pay the 
Army in full the amount provided by law. This bill as 
reported carries $23,126,844.30, and we appropriated last 
year $23,278,402.73, being a reduction of $158,000 from 
the sum we appropriated last year. A point of order 
taken by Mr. Dockery and conceded by Chairman Hull, 
was made against a paragraph reported by the commit- 
tee: “Provided, That the Paymaster General shall have 
not to exceed thirty days for the examination of Pay- 
masters’ accounts before transmitting them to the Audi- 
tor for the War Department.” The chair sustained the 
objection and the provision was accordingly stricken out. 


Mr. Little, of Arkansas, objected to that paragraph of 
the bill providing that the Army and Navy Hospital at 
Hot Springs, Ark., is hereby abandoned and all improve- 
ments on Government reservation are surrendered and 
turned over to the Interior Department. 

Considerable debate ensued and Mr. Little was sus- 
tained. Representative Acker, however, offered in the 
place of the provision an amendment to the section ap- 
propriating funds for the purchase of medical supplies 
for all hospitals except that at Hot Springs. The vote 
was not taken on this amendment until Thursday when 
it was passed. 

The sub-committee on appropriations of the Naval Af- 
fairs Committee of the House commenced its considera- 
tion of the Naval Appropriation bill on Wednesday last. 
The committee had before it Rear Adml. Ramsay and 
several other officials of the Navy Department. The full 
Naval Committee held a meeting on Tuesday last. No 
bill was taken up, but the defects in the Texas were dis- 
cussed at considerable length by the committee. There 
is every probability that Chairman Boutelle will call a 
meeting of the sub-committee on construction immediate- 
ly after the new year, to consider the resolution intro- 
duced at the last session directing a Congressional inves- 
tigation of the Texas. Mr. Boutelle said to the “Jour- 
nal” correspondent that the criticisms being made of the 
Texas were having an injurious effect upon the ship- 
building interests of the whole country. lie gave it as 
his opinion that the trouble with the battleship was not 
due to workmanship, nor to material, but to her English 
design. He is anxious that this be made clear, so that 
the blame will rest where it belongs. Mr. Boutelle de- 
clined to say what action his committee would take with 
regard to personnel, but it is understood that he agrees 
with other members of the committee that there is no 
chance for the passage of a reorganization measure dur- 
ing this session. Mr. Hulick, chairman of the sub-com- 
mittee on personnel, stated that he would call a meeting 
of his sub-committee after the holidays at which 
would probably receive authority to report the measure 
agreed upon last session to the full committee. “The 
measure will be considered by the committee,” said Mr. 
Hulick, “‘and may be reported to the House. I do not 
believe there is any chance of its passage.” 

The Committee of the Whole of the House during its 
meeting on Friday last agreed to a motion to report 
with a favorable recommendation the bill referring to 
the Committee of Claims the claim of Capt. James Stew- 
art, retired, U. S. A., for “a balance of wages earned 
by him in the suppression of the rebellion and during his 
entire time of service in the Army.” The committee re- 
jected an amendment proposed to the bill directing the 
Treasury accounting officers to pay Capt. Stewart's 
claim. The committee also decided to favorably report 
the Senate bill granting a pension of $50 per month to 
Adelaide Morris. widow of Capt. Arthur Morris, 4th 
Art.; the Senate bill granting a pension of $30 per month 
to Lieut. Comdr. Ira Harris, U. S. N.: Senate bill grant- 
ing a pension of $100 a month to Charlotte O. Van Cleve, 
widow of Gen. Horatio P. Van Cleve: a bill granting a 
pension of $45 to Marion McKibben, widow of Gen. Me- 
Kibben, and house bill increasing the pension of Sarah A. 
Aspold, widow of Edward Aspold, Acting 2d Assistant 
Engineer, U. S. N., and Ist Assistant Engineer in the 
Revenue Cutter Service. 

The Senate Committee on Naval Affairs held a meet- 
ing on Tuesday last. The meeting was unproductive of 
action on the part of the committee, no bills of a naval 
character being considered. It is the intention of the 
committee to consider at its next meeting the report of 
the Secretary in regard to armor plate for the battleships 
authorized at the last session in case the Secretary 
should transmit it in time. 

Senator Hawley has begun the preparation of his re- 
port on the Army Reorganization bill. The Senator has 
been engaged in collecting data on the subject for some 
time past, and only the actual work of dictating the 
document remains. It is expected that he will submit 
the report to the Senate immediately after the holidays. 
Senator Hawley still adheres to the opinion expressed in 
the “Journal” of last week, that there is no chance of 
the passage of the Reorganization bill by Congress dur- 
ing this session. 

The House Military Committee has made a favorable 
report upon the Military Academy bill. The total amount 
appropriated by the bill is $489.572.83. This sum is 
$32,241 less than the estimates submitted by the War 
Department, and $40,047.22 more than was made avail- 
able under the last act. The increase in the expendi- 
tures this session over those of the last session are made 
necessary by the proposed intention to improve the filter 
beds in order to obtain a better supply of water. 

Chairman Hull, of the Military Affairs Committee of 
the House, told the “Journal” correspondent Wednesday 
he desired to get both the Army Appropriation and the 
Military Academy bills through the House before the 
holiday recess began. “My committee.” he said, “will 
then be free after the New Year to take up the Army 
Personnel bill, and I hope to report it in time for its con- 
sideration by the House. 

An important conference with regard to the reorgani- 
zation of the militia of the United States was held on 
Monday last by Senator Hawley. chairman of the Sen- 
ute Military Affairs Committee, and Representative 
Marsh, chairman of the House Military Committee. 
Senator Hawley has collected the data upon which he 
intends to base his report upon the measure ordered to 
he reported by the committee before its adjournment 
during the last session. Representative Marsh is not 
pleased with the bill as it passed the committee, and 
wants a number of important changes made. His con- 
ference with Senator Hawley was in regard to these 
changes. There is reason to believe, however, that Sen- 
ator Hawley has not changed his opinion regarding the 
bill as it now stands. Mr. Marsh declines to state what 
provisions should be altered, but he intends to call a 
meeting of his committee after the holidays, at which 
the militia bill will be considered, and he will lay before 
the members propositions involving changes which he 
considers proper. Mr. Marsh would not say what chances 
a militia bill has for passing the House-at this session, 
but there are reasons for believing that he does not an- 
ticipate such a favorable result. 


BILLS INTRQDUCED IN CONGRESS, 


S. 3.313—Mr. Hogan: To appoint John N. Quacken- 
bush to command U. S. Navy, retired. 

S. 3.315—Mr. Gallinger: -Appropriates $100,000 to- 
ward the construction of a pm dock at Portsmouth 
Navy Yard. of such size, design, and material as may 
he determined by the Secretary of the Navy, under a 
limit of 8500,000 as the total cost of said dock. (Mr. 
Sulloway has introduced a similar bilkKH. R. 9.573— 
in the House of Representatives). 

S. 3.332—Mr. Bacon: Appropriates $26,000 to improve 
2 road connected with the Chickamauga and Chatta- 
nooga National Park. 

Representative Robinson, of Pennsylvania, has intro- 
duced H. R. 9.567, providing for organizing a naval re- 
serve battalion in the District of Columbia. This bill is 
identical with that introduced in the Senate last week by 
Senator Hale. It is as follows: 

Senate 3,355—Mr. Hale: That in addition to the com- 





panies of volunteer militia in the District of Columbia 
there may be organized not more than four companies 
of militia, which shall constitute a battalion, to be 
known as the Naval Reserve Battalion of the Nationa) 
Guard of the District of Coiumbia. 

Section 2. That the officers of the Naval Reserve Bat- 
talion shall consist of one commander and a staff to con- 
sist of one executive officer, with the rank of lieutenant- 
commander; one adjutant, one paymaster and one sur- 
geon, each with the rank of lieutenant, and the following 
petty officers: One master-at-arms, one yeoman, one 
apothecary and one chief bugler. Section 3. That each 
company shall consist of one lieutenant, one junior lieu- 
tenant, two ensigns and not less than two nor more than 
six crews, each crew to consist of not wry eng sixteen 
petty officers and men. Section 4. That the President 
may assign an officer of the Navy to act as instructor 
and inspector of the Naval Reserve Battalion; provided, 
however, that the officer so assigned shall receive no 
other pay than that to which his pay in the Navy en- 
shall be provided with such ordnance and ordnance 
titles him. Section 5. That the Naval Reserve Battalion 
stores, clothing, equipage and supplies as may be under 
the control of the Secretary of the Navy and are neces- 
sary for proper training, instruction and service. Such 
property shall be issued to the commanding general of 
the militia of the District of Columbia from the stores 
and supplies appropriated for the use of the Navy. The 
property so u shall remain and continue to be the 
property of the United States, and shall be accounted for 
by the commanding general at such times and in such 
manner as the Secretary of the Navy may require. 
Section 6. That the Secretary of the Navy is authorized 
to provide such facilities for the practical instruction of 
the Naval Reserve Battalion as he may deem Spaent, 
and may detail such commissioned and petty officers of 
the Navy to assist in their instruction as he may deem 
proper. Section 7. That in all matters not otherwise 
specially provided for, the provisions of the law which 
provide for the organization of the militia of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia shall apply to the Naval Reserve Bat- 
talion. Section 8, General routine of duty, discipline 
and exercises of the Naval Reserve Battalion and parts 
thereof shall conform with the laws, customs and usages 
of the pa as far as the same apply and where they 
do not apply, then such routine of duty, discipline and 
exercises shall conform to the laws governing the vol- 
unteer forces of the District of Columbia. 

S. 3.364—Mr. Sherman: To authorize Lieut. Col. W. 
H. Forwood and Dr. George Penrose to accept certain 
testimonials from the Argentine Government in recog- 
nition of professional services rendered the late Lieut. 
Comdr. Rafael Garcia Mansilla, who was accidentally 
injered while riding in the Soldiers’ Home Park. 

S. 3.365—Mr. Sherman: To authorize Comdr. E. S. 
Houston, U. S. N., to accept a portrait of the Emperor 
of Germany, presented to him in recognition of services 
rendered the German steamer Tai Cheong upon the oc- 
casion of a fire on board that vessel while in the harbor 
of Amoy, China, by the officers and crew of the U. S§.

There has been considerable progress in Europe in 
the adaptation of guns of large caliber to the rapid-fire 
system. There is a strong tendency to increase the 
rapid fire armament at the expense of guns of larger 
caliber, some of the largest ships being now exclusively 
armed with rapid-fire guns. The new Russian ships 
Rurik and Russia, of 10.964 tons and 12,195 displace- 
ment, respectively, furnish examples of the value of the 
rapid-fire system. Thedifference between the fire of these 
two ships is enormous, and is principally occasioned by 
the development of rapid fire in the Russia, which has 
6-inch rapid-fire guns, while the Rurik has 6-inch breech- 
loading guns. The total energy of fire per minute of the 
Russia is about 470.000 foot tons, that of the Rurik be- 
ing only about 180,000. The recent China-Japanese war 
fully showed the advantage gained by shell attack 
with rapid-fire guns. The development of wire wound 
guns is confined chiefly to the English, who are equil- 
ping their battleships with guns of this type as large a* 
12 inehes, for which they claim the highest efficiency. 
The latest 12-inch wire-wound guns of 46 tons are 
claimed to have a greater penetration than the 16-inch 
breech-loading rifle guns of 110 tons. 
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The House sub-committee on appropriations, which has 
charge of the Fortifications bill, will not begin the con- 
sideration of that measure until after the holidays. 


The President, on Dec. 17, sent a large number of 
nominations’ to the Senate on this day, all of which 
were recess appointments, and have been heretofore 
published in-the ‘“Journal.” They included a list of the 
graduates of the Military Academy. 


Brig. Gen. Breckinridge, Inspr. Gen., appeared before 
the special committee investigating the Leavenworth 
Soldiers’ Home, on Dec. 17, and spoke of the bad con- 
dition of the cells of that institution. He also referred 
io the “Keely Cure” establishment. 


There is talk at the Navy Department of a shake-up 
in the steel inspection service. Kent. Naval Constructor 
k. B. Dashiell, who is considered by the Navy De- 
partment officials one of the ablest experts in steel, is 
oe of as a probable member of the Steel Inspection 
Bourd. 


The Senate Military Affairs Committee held a meet- 
ing on Dee. 17, but no business of importance was 
transacted. Im fact, there is at present no important 
business pending, the committee at its last session hav- 
ing authorized favorable reports upon the militia reor- 
ganization bill and the Army reorganization measure. 


Representative Sherman, of New York, who has in 
charge the bill pending in Congress for the construction 
of a Memorial Bridge across the Potomac River at the 
entrance to the Arlington National Cemetery, intends 
to make every effort to have the House consider the 
measure at as early a date as possible. There is be- 
lieved to be, however, some opposition to the bill in the 
committee. Mr. Loren Fletcher, of Minnesota, is. not 
in favor of it, and will probably oppose it in the House if 
it should be called for consideration. 


The Kansas City “Times” says: “The recommenda- 
tion by the President in his annual message that the 
Federal prisoners at Fort Leavenworth be again em- 
ployed to make useful articles for the Army is considered 
by Army people as a good suggestion. Q. M. G. Batch- 
elder, now on the retired list. is responsible for the dis- 
continuance of this labor. The prison is supplied with 
the finest machinery for the manufacture of such arti- 
cles as are most useful to the service, and it is under- 
stood that Warden French is making a strong effort to 
have the men employed in the shops as soon as possible.” 


In the opening paper of “Harper’s Magazine” for Jan- 
wiry Poultney Bigelow will sum up the result of “Portu- 
guese Progress in South Aftica,” showing how ineffect- 
ual » colonizer Portugal has been during four centuries 
of nominal possession, and how demoralizing has been 
her influence upon the blacks. For this paper R. Caton 
Woodville has made four spirited illustrations, including 
the frontispiece from photographs taken by Mr. Bigelow.

The Secretary of War has approved the allotment of 
833.000 recommended by the Board of Ordnance and 
Fortifications for the construction of a Brown 10-inch 
wire-wound segmental gun.- The board recommended 
this allotment at its September meeting, but various ob- 
jections ~were urged by the Bureau of Ordnance with re- 
gird to the difficulty of construction and of provision of 
waterial, and the doubt as to its superiority over the 
uilt up systems. It was claimed also that certain changes 
from the original plan of the gun seemed to infringe upon 
the Woodbridge patents. 

The Acting Secretary of the Treasury estimates the 
leficiencies in appropriations for the current and past 
fiscal years for. the War Department as follows: For 
wiy of enlisted men of the Army, $190,000; for fortifica- 
tions and other works of defense, $1,000,000; for miscel- 
sneous items for the State, War and Navy Building, at 
Washington, $1,413.30. Assistant Secretary McAdoo, of 
the Navy Department, has transmitted an estimate of a 
lvficieney appropriation amounting to $500,000 for the 
Kuresu of Construction and Repair,.and of $200,000 for 
carrying on the current work of the Bureau of Steam 
Engi eering.

RECENT DEATHS. 

Capt. W. R. Maize, U. 8S. A., of San Diego, secretary 
and treasurer of the local association of the California 
Commandery of the Loyal Legion, recently introduced a 
set of resolutions touching the death of Gen. Eli Hous- 
ton Murray, which concluded as follows: 

“In his death a noble man has fallen; the world loses 
a generous soul; our country one of its bravest and most 
loyal subjects; our Loyal Legion one of its brightest and 
most companionable members; his family and his friends 
the devoted love of as true and tender a heart as ever 
beat within the breast of man.” 

Cuba, in the death of Antonio Maceo, loses the last 
fighting member of a family who have devoted their lives 
and fortunes to the cause of freedom. Other Maceos yet 
live: Felipe and Tomas, the two surviving brothers, are 
helpless cripples in Costa Rica. They were wounded in 
the Ten Years’ War. Maceo's wife is with them, and 
there is said to be a ten-year-old son going to school in 
New Orleans. 

Gen. George L. Beal, a distinguished general officer of 
volunteers from Maine during the war, 1861-65, died at 
Norway, Me.. Dec. 11 He was severely wounded at 
Antietam and was in the battles of Red River and the 
Shenandoah Valley, and his brigade was first to advance 
and break the enemy’s lines at Cedar Creek after Sheri- 
dan’s famous ride. He was Adjutant General of Maine 
for four years, 


A writer in the “Army News,” the latest comer among 
the numerous service papers, pocaiing the cape when 
Kipling was “that smart boy Ruddy Kipling of the La- 
hore paper,” says: “How every one laughed when, as 
Simla correspondent of the “C. and M,. Gazette,” he 
produced a mock catalogue of a supposed exhibition by 
the Simla Field Naturalists’ Society, in which almost 
every one of official note was caricatured as exhibiting 
some animal very like himself or his associates. One 
general officer of great distinction and uncertain temper, 
was amused at finding himself thinly d ised as the 
exhibitor of a stuffed specimen of Ursa Major, while the 
secretary of the Simla United Service Institution was 
noted as having lent the society a set of hiantes, or 
gaper birds caught on the front benches of the insti- 
tution, with their eyes closed as if in sleep. As I hap- 
pened to be the secretary in question, I remonstrated 
with Kipling the next day for his pointed allusion to 
one so much older and wiser than himself, and was told 
I ought to be grateful to him for having been placed 
in such good company. Another time, I remember, Kip- 
ling was told off to do a report of some riots in Delhi. 
where he was taken in hand by some subalterns, who 
sought to “pull his leg’? on the subject of the military 
preparations. The subsequent account which Kipling 
sent his paper must have convinced those youn ofhcers 
that a subaltern would have to get up very poe in the 
morning to hoodwink a ——- correspondent of that 
stamp. Then there were his letters to the “Pioneer,” 
headed “From Sea to Sea,” descriptive of his journey 
home via San Francisco, which, I believe. were never 
reprinted, though they well might be. For they are 
models of bright note-taking, and contain much that is 
particularly of military interest.” 








German army officers are to have their pay raised. 1st 
Lieutenants will receive $420 a year instead of $315, 
Captains $985 instead of $900, Majors $1,500 instead of 
$1,350, and Colonels $2,100 instead of $1,950. The money 
for the increase is obtained from the saving the govern- 
ment makes in reducing the interest on the public debt 
from 4 to 3% per cent. The change is not all profit to 
the officers, as they are compelled by the army regula- 
tions to invest their savings in government funds. There 
is an easy way to avoid this, and this is to spend all they 
get. It ought not to be difficult to dispose of these sala- 
ries without playing poker or investing in lottery tickets.

He was the last survivor of the Mo- 
doe warriors who took part in the memorable incidents 
of 1873, so well described by the late Gen. Fry in his 
work, “Army Sacrifices.” Since residing on the reserva- 
tion Charley had been a farmer in a small way, and al- 
ways peaceful and law-abiding. Some years ago he pro- 
fessed religion, and since that time has been a leader in 
the church and Sunday-school and respected by Indians 
and whites alike. He leaves a widow and three children 
and the remnant of the once famous Modoc tribe to 
mourn his death.

As I shook the hard hand of this sol- 
dier the story of some riding he once did arose to my 
mind. It may do some of our Eastern paper chasers 
good to hear of it.

It was in the Sioux campaign, twenty-one years ago. 
Stanton, with Gen. Merritt and his command, had trav- 
eled twenty-five miles that day. It was midday at Raw 
Hide Buttes when a dispatch from Sheridan overtook 
them. He ordered Merritt to discover at once what the 
Indians at the Red Cloud Agency were doing. Sheridan 
understood they were making war medicine, and about 
to leave the agency and join Sitting Bull. Red Cloud 
Agency was just an even hundred miles from the Raw 
Hide Buttes as the crow flies, without trail or path be- 
tween. Stanton, with twenty five-miles already behind 
him that day, took four of his scouts and started. They 
rede in on_the Red Cloud Agency at midnight. They 
had covered the one hundred miles in just twelve hours— 
half of it in the dark,

St. Augustine’s army colony fs steadily increasing, 
proof that the climate is, as Lieut. Gen. John M. Scho- 
field says, a comfortable medium between the North and 
Lower South coast temperature. Doubtless the United 
States garrison has much to do in drawing retired offi- 
cers to the Ancient City, for it is hard to wean a veter- 
an from guard mountings, parades and the strains of a 
regimental band, especially such a band as the Ist Ar- 
tillery’s, which, by the way, gave Gen. and Mrs. Scho- 
field a delightful serenade on Friday night. On which 
occasion Lieut.

No duty performed by the troops draws out more ad- 
miration or produces a better feeling of security on the 
part of the citizens than does the firing practice with 
the bi ‘ 8-inch converted rifle and when last week, Capt. 
Van Ness’ battery M, of the gallant Ist, manned the 
gun and sent shot after shot so close to the target (pyr- 
amid with 12-foot base), located more than two miles 
to seaward, that six shots out of the ten fired would 
have hit an ordinary war vessel, as they pierced the 
vertical plane 20 feet high at the target, that three 
shots would have winged a sailor, and that the tenth 
shot tore away the right half of the target, the admira- 
tion of the several hundred civilians went out in ap- 
plause commendatory of the remarkable accuracy. of the 
gunners under Capt. Van Ness and Lieut. othe 
Lieut. Col. Marcus P. Miller supervised the firing. The 
mean absolute derivation was but 38 4-10 yards. 

That a canteen has been established at St. Francis 
Barracks is most tormenting to the whisky sellers, for 
they look upon the soldiers as their individual prey on 
pay days, and what money they cannot secure for “rot- 
gut” goes to the civil courts in fines, for a “soldier 
drunk” is a sure income. The garrisons here have fewer 
drunks than the same number of civilians, yet the fines 
from two soldier drunks equals those of all the civil- 
ians arrested. The peace loving people are delighted 
with the canteen, for they dislike seeing a soldier ar- 
rested. 

Mrs. Van Ness recently joined the garrison. Lieut. 
and Mrs. Van Deusen and the twins occupy a cottage 
in town owing to the scarcity of quarters. Lieut. Har- 
low shows the soldier nature by “quartering” uncom- 
ylainingly in the Monastery basement quarters no civil- 
ian would pay rent for. 


JEFFERSON BARRACKS, 


The action of Gen. Merritt in directing an examination 
into the practicability of maintaining Jefferson Barracks, 
Mo., as a military station proved no surprise to. the 
Army. Jefferson Barracks has for years been a breeding 
spot for disease for the Army, and not a single detach- 
ment of recruits was ever sent from there to join a regi- 
ment that typhoid fever in its worst form was not 
brought to the post where such recruits were assigned. 
The garrison is located near a quarantine or smallpox 
pest house, Until last year it was the custom of the city 
authorities to drive the pest house wagon conveying pa- 
tients through the reservation, the station being located 
south of the post, and when Col, Guy V. Henry, 3d Cav., 
put a stop to such proceedings the city authorities be- 
came very indignant. 

Since then a large number of men have been ill as a re- 
sult of the bad water the garrison is required to drink, 
while the sewage of the city empties into the river just 
above the post and everything tends toward making life 
there very disagreeable for troops. It is the pur; , 80 
the reports go, of Gen. Merritt, after making a thorough 
investigation and a report is submitted, to lay the sub- 
ject before those who have authority in the matter and 
ask St. Louis that it must either give the Government a 
suitable site in exchange for a military station away 
from the unhealthy influences surrounding the present 
station, or suffer the abandonment of the post. 

The reservation comprises 1,100 acres of land and is 
about ten miles from the center of the city of St. Louis. 
In the past three years the Government has expended 
more than $100, in the erection of new and modern 
barrack buildings and quarters, and it was the intention 
to remodel the post entirely —Kansas City Times.

1. By direction of the Secretary of War, the following 
is published to the Army for the information and guid- 
ance of all concerned: 

The equipment of troops armed with U. 8S. magazine 
rifle and carbine, caliber .30, will include an oiler for 
use in oiling and cleaning the arm, to be issued by the 
Ordnance Department. 

The oiler is a sinall cylindrical metal case provided 
with a screw top, to which a wire is attached for with- 
drawing the oil in the small quantity required for use; 
it is designed to be carried ordinarily in the butt of the 
rifle or carbine, for which purpose the cavity in the 
stock containing the jointed ramrod (model 1896) will 
be enlarged sutnciently to receive the oiler in arms to 
be hereafter manufactured. ‘The oiler may also be car- 
ried in the cartridge belt in the place of a cartridge. lor 
the present and until arms adapted for carrying it in the 
butt of the stock may be received, the issue of these 
oilers will be limited to non-commissioned otticers only, 
to be carried in the cartridge belt, and the first issue of 
the oilers to the service will be made accordingly from 
the Springfield Armory, Springtield, Mass., and without 
requisition by company commanders. 

Z. By direction of the Assistant Secretary of War 
the following instructions are published to the Army 
for the information and guidance of all concerned: 

TABLEWARE. 

Estimates are sometimes made for articles of china 
and glassware, to cover wear and tear, as determined by 
Inventory and Inspection Report. The term breakage 
in A. R. 1200 covers all shortage by deterioration otf 
such ware through breakage, chipping, cracking, etc.; 
shortage through extraordinary circumstances, or 
through carelessness, is otherwise provided for. Atten- 
tion is invited to paragraph LL, General Orders, No. 
7, series 1895, and to Circular No, 10, series 1895, both 
from this oflice, the latter regarding inspection of ware 
after each meal and each dishwashing. 

The allowance under A, R. 1200 is abundant, and 
ware must be so guarded that the outfit shall therewith 
be kept complete. China and glassware will be disposed 
of only as provided for by that paragraph, which does 
not contemplate the action of an inspector. 

Estimates for ware will be rendered quarterly for ar- 
ticles needed, within value and quantity allowed by reg- 
ulations. If estimates are not submitted at the end 
of each quarter, it will be inferred that the supply on 
hand is complete to that date. The account for each or- 
ganization is closed at the end of the fiscal year. 

If the ware of a departing organization is left in such 
a condition that the supply on hand, together with al- 
lowance remaining due, and articles replaced as provided 
for by A. R. 1200, will not complete the outfit for its 
suecessor, the shortage will be charged against the officer 
in charge of the mess of the departing company. 

The Quartermaster who receives the ware from de- 
parting organizations will keep the supply of each com- 
pany separately, to be thus turned over to its successor,

The action of the Secretary of the Navy in appointing 
a board to investigate the defects recently found in the 
armor plates of the Kearsarge and Kentucky, as an- 
nounced in the “Army and Navy Journal” of last week, 
was taken as a result of developments which have oc- 
curred in the affair. Facts which came to his attention 
had convinced him that the hull plates for the Kear- 
sarge and Kentucky had not been manufactured accord- 
ing to specifications. The plates had been rolled by the 
makers, the Carnegie Company, in only one way, crogs- 
wise, and when rolled longitudinally at the shipyard 
they failed to stand the test. The Carnegie Company 


have signified their intention of making good the defec- 
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tive plates. Only a small portion of the plates contract- 
ed for has been used in the vessels. 


The English are enerdael on ‘the subject of an efficient 
reserve for the Navy, and among the schemes proposed 
are the re-establishment of the Naval Volunteer Corps 
and to establish boys’ naval brigades. M. de Kerjégu, 
the reporter upon the French Naval Estimates of 1897, 
has written in a very despondent tone. He is of opinion 
that the condition of French naval defenses will not 
justify the credits being further reduced. They have 
fallen since 1890 by 11,000,000 frances on the head of 
construction and 7,000,000 franes on that of armament. 
The result has been, he says, that France has been un- 
able to lay down more than four vessels of above 2,000 
tons in the present year, and she can only undertake 
three in 1897. This being so, it is impossible to com- 
plete in sufficient time the ships necessary to replace 
those which are growing antiquated. 


Gen. Bradley T. Jehnom, ‘of ‘the Confederate service 
during our Civil War, is quoted as saying of Cuban 
prospects: 


“There is no chance of the rebels being starved out of 
the Pinar del Rio district, for the woods are full of cat- 
tle, hogs, and sweet potatoes. They will always have 
plenty to eat. They are armed with Remingtons, Spen- 
cers, Mausers, every variety of carbine and revolver, 
and all of them first rate, but their calibres vary, which 
is a terrible disadvantage. In war all cartridges ought 
to fit all guns of the same kind. They have since I left 
got some dynamite guns, cannon worked by compressed 
air, and some guns for smokeless powder. They have 
a few American and foreign artillerists who will rap- 
idly instruct other foreigners in the service, and as their 
artillery is re-enforced skilled men will be ready to use 
the new cannon. I would say without any definite in- 
formation that they need company oflicers, Captains, 
Lieutenants, and orderly sergeants, more than anything 
else. They are making the gamest fight that ever was 
made, not excepting that made by the Confederates in 
the Civil War. They are wearing out the Spaniards, 
and after Gen. Weyler comes back to Havana again 
the Spaniards will not throw up the sponge, but will 
sit in the towns and make faces at the rebels, who will 
rule the country.” 

Was Dreyfus guilty or not guilty? That is a question 
which is agitating the French soldier, and more keenly 
the French public. Suspicion is becoming more wide- 
sprend that some underground influences have been at 
work, which ended in the terrible and brutal degradation 
of the young Jewish soldier. Those who read a recent 
publication, “The Bibliography of Fencing,” probably 
‘perused with a new light the details given of the Morés- 
Meyer duel, and from it may understand the strength 
of the anti-Semitic movement in the Army. That the 
Dreyfus affair was a concocted plot of the unscrupulous 
journalist, who has once or twice entangled himself in 





similarly discreditable schemes, we are not prepared to 
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assert, but all who desire that fair measure should be 
meted out to those concerned, will rejoice at the prospect 
of a new trial.—Admiralty and Horse Guards Gazette. 


Thomas E. Taylor has written a book, “Running the 
Blockade,” telling of his experiences during our Civil 
War, in the blockade runners Despatch, the tw6d Ban- 
shees, Will-o-the-Wisp, Wild Dayrel, Stormy Petrel and 
other vessels. These names will recall familiar expe- 
riences to many of the older officers of our Navy. Mr. 
Taylor points out that the blockaders acted upon bad 
principles. It was a mistake to keep a number of ships 
close off the port and not to cruise freely off the Ba- 
hamas. He is disposed to think that modern conditions 
will not be found to have greatly changed the character 
of blockade since the sixties, that search lights are as 
useful to one side as the other, that speed favors the 
runner, that torpedoes seem hardly to affect the balance 
at all, and that quick-firers on board are balanced by 
long-range guns ashore. “If the Americans,” he says, 
“were stretching the theory of blockade it was only be- 
cause we were extending its practice. It was not to be 
argued that if we were building a whole fleet of steam- 
ers for the express purpose of defying their cruisers 
they were not to be justified in trying to intercept them 
at any point they chose. As an illustration of the keen- 
ness with which the ‘blockade-runners entered upon their 
work, it is worth while mentioning that the Banshee’s 
look-out man, to quicken his eyes, received a dollar for 
every sail he sighted and forfeited five if it was seen 
from the deck first.” The book is published by John 
Murray, London. 





The people of Venezuela are just now in high spirits 
over their improved prospects and the Venezuelan “Her- 
ald” of Caracas contains many encouraging statements 
concerning political and business matters. In its issue 
of Noy. 14, it says: “Venezuela tends évery day more 
towards the consolidation of the actual state of peace 
which it enjoys. Foreigners who have happened to 
know this country in other circumstances, would be in- 
clined to disbelieve that such a change for the better 
could have taken place in such a short time, but a short 
trip to the country would convince them that we in no 
way exaggerate. Once for all and in answer to the let- 
ters which we do not cease to receive by every mail and 
which come from many cities of the United States, we 
are authorized to say that the Presidency will be hand- 
ed to his legal successor by Gen. Crespo, without bring- 
ing about those scenes of political trouble which have 
caused such harm to the welfare of the country.” 

The “Herald” of an earlier date reports the success of 
a diplomatic mission undertaken by Dr. Bruzual Serra, 
Minister of Public Works. The ostensible object of the 
mission was to present the German Emperor with the 
order of the “Bust of Bolivar.” The answer of the Em- 
peror was most cordial; he accepted with gratitude the 
insignias of the order offered to him, and designated the 
day of his return to Berlin for the reception of the 
Venezuelan Commissioner. In the evening, the Envoy, 
his Secretary and all the persons who compose the Ven- 
ezuelan Legation in Berlin, were invited to an official 
dinner, which was presided over by the Emperor, whe 
treated his guests with marked affability, and proposed 
the health of Gen. Crespo, which was answered by Dr. 
Serra, proposing that of their Imperial Majesties. The 
Emperor has granted the Order of the Iron Cross in 
the first degree to Dr. Serra, and the same order in 4 
second degree to his Secretary, Mr. Manuel Revenga. 

We are informed that the success of this mission has 
been complete, not only financially but in a diplomatic 
sense. A loan was obtained and contracts made sul 
ject to payment in the new bonds negotiated in Ger- 
many. Two small war steamers, armed with Krupp 
and quick-firing guns, have been bought by the Govern- 
ment for guarding the coast against smugglers. 

We congratulate our contemporary of Caracas on this 
excellent showing for our sister republic. 
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ABOLISHING WAR BY RESOLUTION. 

The Peace Congress at Budapest has among its reso- 
lutions one calling for the exclusion from all schoolbooks 
of everything calculated to foster a warlike spirit. Fancy 
what would be left of the Bible, after it had been sub- 
jected to this process. It is a book of war, and is filled 
with reports of battles from the time when Cain smote 
his brother Abel to the time when “there was war in 
heaven: Michael and his angels fought against the 
dragon, and the dragon fought with his angels.” It is 
very sad to think that we must have war, but we fear 
that we shall not get rid of it by passing resolutions even 
at Budapesth. The Paris “Debats” has a vigorous re- 
ply to an essay by Count Tolstoi denouncing war. It 
quotes Hezel, who says, as translated in the “Admiralty 
and Horse Guards Gazette’: War invigorates nations 
cnervated by peace, consolidates States, tries races, gives 
empire to the wealthiest, inspires society with motion, 
fire, and life.” Ancillon writes: “Peace brings wealth, 
wealth inereases sensual pleasures, which produce ef- 
feminacy and selfishness; while war, and even the mis- 
eries which follow it, restore virile and strong virtues, 
such as courage, patience, devotion, energy, contempt of 
death.” Even Renan, whose whole teaching was in con- 
demnation of the cultivation of force, has loudly pro- 
cliimed: the benefits of war: “War is one of the con- 
ditions of progress, the spur which prevents a nation 
from going to sleep, and obliges it to abandon apathy. 
Man is sustained by effort and struggle. If the folly 
neglect, indolence, and imprudence of States had not the 
one consequence of forcing them to fight, it is difficult to 
estimate the pitch of degradation to which the human 
race might descend. The day when humanity becomes a 
great Roman Empire at peace, and without external ene- 
mies, will be the day when morality and intellect will 
encounter the direst perils.” 

lhe writer in the “Debats” truthfully asserts that the 
ordinary service-in-arms of a soldier is, taking it all in 
all, the most noble and at the same time the most at- 
ructive calling in. the world. Like war itself it develops 
more than anything else all the sentiments and prac- 
tices which tend to raise and ennoble a man, and which 
are commonly known by the name of virtues—qualities 
which are inherent in and inseparable from the profes- 
sion of arms. Such a declaration may sound like a bold 
“petitio principii,” but as the Duke de Fezensae writes 
in his memoirs: “Living with soldiers you learn to recog- 
nize their virtues; otherwise you only learn their vices.” 
To be worthy of the name a soldier, because he is a sol- 
dier, must display patriotism, valor, loyalty, integrity, 
fidelity, love of duty, frugality, prudence, regularity, en- 
ergy, constancy, unselfishness, and self-denial. The “‘com- 
plete soldier” must be possessed of these qualities. Discip- 
line, enforced and conformity to rule, self-respect, these 
ire the methods and means by which honest and obe- 
dient citizens are formed, and the army is the political 
school where duties and rights are taught and distin- 
cnished,. 

Lieut. Col. Harry C. Egbert, 6th U. S. Inf., in his ar- 
ticle on the increase of the Regular Arwy, in the “United 
Service,” for November, shows very clearly the need of 
such inerease. At the close of his article he calls the at- 
icntion of those who consider standing armies as un- 
mixed evils to the fact that in these times of over-produc- 
lion, an army, being a body of non-producers, affords a 
large market for home productions of food, clothing, and 
munitions of war, and that an army annually returns 
to the body of the people a number of mén, proportioned 
to its size, trained to athletics, inured to hardships, dis- 
ciplined to obey lawful orders, and devoted to their 
country and its flag. Col. Egbert might in this connec- 
tion have called attention to the immense impetus given 
'o ovr national development by the war of 1861-65. 
When the returns of the Presidential election of 1864 


were handed to Lincoln he immediately noted the fact 
that the voting population had increased in spite of the 
war. Death must come in some form to every member 
of each generation, and statistics would probably show 
that the average longevity of the generation, which con- 
tributed on the two sides of the line three million sol- 
diers to the war for the Union, was not decreased by 
that war. The increase in intellectual vigor, in energy 
and enterprise is shown by the records of our national 
development during the past quarter of a century. Noth- 
ing can be said against the sad conditions of war that 
every military man will not heartily respond to, but much 
of the civilian criticism upon war and the wisdom of 
preparation for it apparently assumes that the condition 
of peace is an ideal one. There can be no peace in the 
true sense without universal justice and absolute fidelity 
on the part of individual citizens to the obligations of 
duty and honor. When and where have we had this 
thus far in the history of the world? When it comes 
there will be no need of conventions and resolutions to 
abolish war. 


THE QUESTION OF CUBA. 

Members of Congress who are so anxious that we 
should take in hand the business of regulating the gov- 
ernment of Spain, and redressing the wrongs of Cuba, 
would do well to remember that the addition of a single 
regiment to our Army, or a single battleship to the Navy, 
would be much more effective for the purpose intended 
than the most able speech that the most eloquent Con- 
gressman could make. Blatant declarations of belliger- 
ent purposes are the last thing a soldier thinks of, or the 
statesman who understands his business. Threats and 
bluster frighten no one; certainly not the Spaniard, who 
has the instinct that prompts the high-spirited man to 
sacrifice everything in defense of his honor. To force 
Spain into a fight in order to repel insults, would secure 
for her, and rightly secure for her, the sympathies of the 
entire world. God forbid that any one should believe 
that America is represented by mouthing Congressmen, 
who catch flying newspaper paragraphs and make them 
the basis of bellicose declarations that mean nothing and 
are not intended to mean anything. War is a serious 
business, and it ill becomes our national dignity to deal 
with it as though a struggle between two great nations 
was a mere pothouse broil, in which the one who can call 
the worst names is declared the victor. 

Whether or not we should recognize the Cubans as bel- 
ligerents is a question to be determined in the calmness 
of Cabinet councils, and not in the heat of forensic con- 
tests, in House or Senate, intended merely to tickle the 
ears of constituents. The man who will sacrifice the in- 
terests of his country to his itching for popular applause 
is either a traitor, or else he is so ignorant of what be- 
longs to official responsibility that he is unable to under- 
stand the mischief he is making. The condition of things 
in Cuba is almost precisely the same as when Gen. Grant 
was President. President Grant was a warm sympa- 
thizer with the Cubans in their struggle for independ- 
ence, and he was anxious to do all in his power to aid 
them. But he was controlled, as President Cleveland 
must be controlled, by his sense of official responsibility, 
and the obligations of international law. We cannot rec- 
ognize a government until there is a government, and 
whether there is a government representing the Island of 
Cuba, and with which we can establish international re- 
lations, is a question to be determined not by sentiment, 
but by the facts. 

During our Civil War, when the Confederacy had a 
thoroughly organized government, with three-quarters of 
a million of men in arms, and cruisers flying the Confed- 
erate flag in all waters, she did not succeed in securing 
actual recognition from a single nation. And England 
had to pay dearly in money and national humiliation for 
the quasi recognition into which she was betrayed by the 
hostility of her ruling classes to the American experi- 
ment at self-government. Nations are not born in a day, 
and we need to be in no haste to embroil ourselves with 
Spain. We should make sure we are right before we go 
ahead, and above all, if we are going to intermeddle with 
the affairs of other nations, as national necessity or pos- 
sibly humanity may compel us to do, we should be pre- 
pared to meet the issue. The contempt shown by so 
large a class of Congressmen for the most ordinary mili- 
tary precautions, would indicate that there is a small 
measure of sincerity in the war talk coming from the 
walls of Congress and spread over the newspapers. We 
are getting guns and emplacements, and the fortifications 
with which to protect them, but we have no men to man 
the guns, and there seems to be no disposition on the 
part of Congress to provide them. How would it do to 
intermit this war talk long enough to pass a bill for the 
increase of the Army, and especially for the increase of 
the artillery? We shall need more men badly enough, 
and that very soon, if our Government is to follow the 
line of policy marked out for them by Congressmen who 
appear to favor the Chinese method of attacking an en- 
emy with gongs and terror-inspiring costumes. ‘To trans- 
form our entire nation into a band of howling Dervishes 
will not free a single Cuban, if we are to stop there. “A 
little more grape, Captain Bragg.” 


An eye-witness of the August massacres, for whose 
accuracy and authority the publishers can vouch, de- 
scribes “The Slaughter of Arthenians in Constantinople” 
in the January Scribner’s. The article, while of great 
simplicity and restrait, is likely to arouse a storm of feel- 
ing. It is a tremendous array of facts that prove the 
ernelty of the Turk. He asserts that between 4,000 and 
6,000 were killed in thirty-six hours, 


PRICE OF ARMOR PLATE. 


Secretary Herbert will submit a report to the Senate 
in a few days, giving the result of his examination into 
the cost of armor plate and the price that should be 
paid for such material for the three battleships author- 
ized at the last session of Congress. The report will be 
made in accordance with the terms of a provision in 
the naval appropriation act directing that the Secretary 
“examine into the actual cost of armor plate and the 
price for the same which should be equitably paid, and 
shall report the result of his investigation to Congress 
ut its next session at a date not later than Jan, 1, 1897, 
and no contract for armor plate for the vessels author- 
ized by this act shall be made till after such report is 
made to Congress for action.” 

Immediately after the Naval Appropriation Act was 
approved, the Secretary commenced his investigation 
into this subject. Senator Chandler, who was respon- 
sible for the provision, had previously introduced a res- 
olution bearing upon the armor question, and this was 
also followed by the Secretary during the investigation. 
A board of officers, consisting of Lieut. N. Niles, Lieut. 
Karl Rohrer and Lieut. A. A. Ackerman, was appointed, 
which looked thoroughly into the armor question, and 
submitted a long report to the Secretary. The Naval 
Attaches of the United States abroad were alse directed 
to make reports upon the prices paid by foreign coun- 
tries for armor for men-of-war. Secretary Herbert, 
while abroad during the summer, also paid attention to 
this subject. 

The result of this research is embodied in a report, 
which the Secretary has almost completed. The Secre- 
tary declines to state what conclusion he has reached 
with regard to the price which should be equitably 
paid.” He points out that it is utterly impossible for 
this Government to obtain satisfactory armor for $350 
per ton, a limit fixed by a resolution introduced during 
the last session, It is rather difficult to make a compar- 
ison between the price paid by the United States for 
armor for the battleships it has built and that paid by 
foreign governments, as there are so many questions 
which enter into the subject. The Secretary finds that 
the quality of the American armor is much better than 
can be obtained abroad, and the price, except in some 
few instances, is proportionately fair. It is expected 
that he will place his figures somewhere between $450 
and $500 as the average for the entire lot of armor for 
each battleship, and this he will consider a fair price. 
The Department has made no move toward advertising 
for armor for the three vessels, contracts for the con- 
struction of which were placed a few months ago. It is 
the belief at the Department that there will be a warm 
debate on the armor question when the Secretary's re- 
port is filed, and an attempt will be made to pass an act 
naming a small figure as the limit to be paid by the 
Government for armor. Just as soon as Congress gives 
the necessary permission, advertisements will be issued 
to armor manufacturers to submit bids for the armor for 
the three battleships. No delay will occur, for the rea- 
son that the draftsmen of the Department have already 
drawn up plans of the plates which will be required for 
the vessels. 


The President is expected to act in a few days upon 
the findings of the retiring board in the case of Comdr. 
Joshua Bishop. This officer has been recommended for 
retirement. Comdr. Bishop, it will be remembered, ap- 
plied for retirement several years ago under the forty 
years’ service law, and his application was approved by 
the President. Subsequently it was discovered that he 
had been two years out of the service, and, therefore, 
not having served the full forty years, could not properly 
take advantage of the provisions of the act. He wus 
ordered back into active service and was placed on wait- 
ing orders. Some days ago he was ordered before a re- 
tiring board and if the President approves the board's 
recommendation will again be relegated to the retired 
list. 


President Cleveland is expected to fill shortly the va- 
cancy existing in the corps of professors of mathematics 
created last September by the retirement of Prof. Lu- 
cien F, Prud’‘homme. The appointment was offered to 
Lieut. Joseph Strauss, now attached to the Castine, but 
was declined. There are‘now three candidates for the 
billett—Mr. William Woolsey Johnson, at present a civil- 
ian professor of mathematics at the Naval Academy; 
Ensign T. C. Fenton, and Mr. Paul J. Dashiell, professor 
of chemistry at the Naval Academy, and brother of Asst. 
Naval Constr. Robert B. Dashiell. Strong influence has 
been brought to bear upon the President in favor of the 
appointment of Ensign Fenton. The belief prevails in 
naval circles, however, that the billet will be given to 
Prof. Johnson. This gentleman has been employed at 
the Naval Academy as professor of mathematics since 
the war. He competed in 1881 with 40 other applicants 
for a vacancy then existing in the mathematics corps, 
but, although the only candidate who passed the exami- 
nation, failed to get the appointment. His age—52 years 

is the one point which may operate against his can- 
didacy for the existing vacancy, but in view of his long 
service at Annapolis it is thought by his friends that he 
will be rewarded with the billet. 


The Chamber of Deputies in France has just passed a 
law making it a penal offense to keep carrier pigeons 
without a license, and the Minister of the Interior has 
been authorized to forbid the importation of foreign car- 
rier pigeons, and the use of carrier pigeons within the 
limits of France, whenever the interests of the State in 
his opinion shall make such legislation necessary, 
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ELECTRIC TRANSMISSION OF POWER. 

There can be no question that electric transmission of 
power will in the near future largely displace the objec- 
tionable steam-piping, of which such a great amount is 
now necessary in our modern naval vessels in order to 
supply steam to much of the auxiliary machinery. It is 
easy to see that such piping is objectionable in many 
ways. It is bulky and takes up valuable space when 
protected, as it must be, with non-conducting covering. 
The covering is subject to more or less deterioration 
with the vibration of the ship and the machinery. The 
heat fron’ the pipes is objectionable in every closed 
space, while the necessity of providing for the exhaust 
and of keeping the pipes drained of water of condensa- 
tion is a constant source of trouble. More serious still 
is the danger which such steam pipes threaten in time 
of action, since the cutting of any one of them by a pro- 
jectile would result in severe injury to all within its 
reach, To meet these objections, suggestions have been 
made advocating the substitution of hydraulic power, 
while others again point to the advantages which com- 
pressed air possesses under these particular conditions. 
As to what can be done in the latter direction is shown 
by the very complete installation with which the United 
States monitor Terror has been equipped. On this ves- 
sel compressed air is used for performing all the vari- 
ous mechanical operations on board, from moving the 
rudder to hoisting ammunition. This is far superior to 
a system of steam-pipe distribution, or to the scatter- 
ing of donkey-boilers over varicus parts of the vessel, 
ond, as we have said, the only system that promises even 
better results is electrical-power distribution. It would 
appear that compressed air would be superior to this 
in simplicity for direct hoisting, while where a rotary 
motion is required the electric motor would have the ad- 
vantage. So far as injury during action is concerned, 
it is, however, clear that the electrical system has the 
advantage, since injury to the air pipes might easily oc- 
eur, while it would be far more difficult to make them 
good than would be the case with an electric cable.— 
“Mechanical World.” e 


WHO SANK THE TEXAS? 
(Norfolk Dispatch to “New York Herald."’) 


Here in Norfolk, where the Texas was built, the man 
who says anything against the Texas is regarded as one 
who is looking for trouble, and he generally finds it 
quickly. As [am not walking around begging amy body 
to step on the tail of my coat, I give the. two following 
rumors that are circulating in Norfolk, with the opinion 
that one of them is plausible. . 

It is asserted that, as the valve was tightly closed, 
and probably had been closed many times, there was Lo 
reason why the guards should have suddenly broken in 
the sluggish water of the navy yard from the water 
pressure on the valve. This has always been regarded 
as one of the inexplicable features of the accident. But 
if a man should stick a crowbar into the valve wheel, 
and with the additional leverage thus gained should set 
the valve down tighter, either the screw thread, or the 
valve stem, or the guards, would have to break. Natur- 
ally, the guards, being of weaker metal, broke alto- 
vether; the valve having nothing to keep it down, popped 
up, and a thirteen-inch stream of water with an eight- 
een-foot head poured into the engine room through the 
hole where the pipe had been disconnected from the con- 

> er. s ’ 
— so far, no effort is necessary to believe the Nor- 
folk theory. But who was the man who threw his 
weight on the lever? Some Norfolk people say it was a 
Spanish spy. ‘They call attention to the freedom with 
which visitors roam about our navy yards and ships, and 
say that it would have been easy for some one hostile 
to the United States to slip down into the Texas’ engine 
room and break the big valve without detection by any 
one, 

‘Orhera, however, say that it is not necessary to as- 
sume that malice was the cause. Just before beginning 
work for the day one of the workmen may have thought 
he would make sure to have that valve screwed down 
tight. A handy crowbar, an ignorance of the multiplying 
power of a long lever, a superfluity of muscle and an ex- 
cess of zeal would do the rest. What makes some of 
the hardy mechanics of Norfolk angry 1s the apparent 
lack of effort to shut the valve. Why did not somebody 
rig another crowbar as a lever with a chain or timber 
and press the valve down? they ask. It must have been 
a great many minutes before the water rose to the 
height of the valve bonnet, and it ought to have been 
easy to rig a long lever in an instant. Norfolk people 
hope the report of the court of inquiry when made public 
will explain the cause of the accident as well as its re- 


sults. ‘ a

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The naval court of inquiry charged with the investiga- 
tion of alleged irregularities in the business methods of 
the Quartermaster Department of the Marine Corps, in 
Washington, has completed its labors, and submitted 
its report to the Secretary of the Navy. This investi- 
gation was begun at the request of Maj. Lowry, Q. M.. 
in order to clear up certain business transactions in his 
ottice relative to the award of contracts for laundry 
work. The record of the court is now being reviewed 
by the Judge Advocate General, who will submit it, 
with his comments thereon, to Secretary Herbert.

According to a Parliamentary return, 124 courts mar- 
tial were held last year upon seamen of the Royal Navy; 
133 were- tried, 76 being accused of embezzlement and 
theft, 61 for striking and attempting to strike superior 
oficers, 56 fer wilful disobedience, 33 for “behavior 
with contempt to superior officers,” 13 for improperly 
jeaving place of duty, 18 for “acts to the prejudice of 
good die and naval discipline,” and 13 for desertion. 
At home 38,377 were dealt with by summary punish- 
ment and abroad 34,224; the number of boys at home re- 
ceiving corporal punishment with the birch was 266, 
and 2.670 were sent to the cells. 

Certain defects in the suction pipes of the dry dock 
now in course of construction at the New York Navy 
Yard will prevent its completion before next Spring. 
When the contractors were asked by the Secretary of 
the Navy to explain the defects in the pipes, it was 
found that they were only 42 inches in diameter, while 
the specifications called for 45 inches. In order to se- 
cure the dock as quickly as possible, the Secretary 
waived the question of the size of the pipes. A report 
received December 10 at the Department. stated that 
there is little chance of the dock being ready in several 
months. 

Encouraged by the recent successful experiment in the 
training of carrier pigeons as messengers, the Admir- 
alty have determined to erect a large pigeon house ad- 
joining the signal station of the Naval Commander-in- 
Chief at Devonport, England. The loft will be capable 
of sccommodating 200 birds. The training of carrier 
pigeons will be carried on from this loft, and the birds 
will become an auxiliary to the Naval Intelligence De- 
partment, the Admiralty having decided to develop this 
means of communicating between fleets at sea and the 
naval bases, 

\ dispatch from San Diego, Cal., Dec, 11, 1896, says: 
“The Mexiean Government has received news that the 
Rritish Government has taken possession of Clarion Isl- 
and, a bleak rock off the coast of Jalisco, and will make 
it 1 coaling station for its warships which pass up and 
down the Paeific.. At present the ouly British coaling 
stution on the west coast of Mexico is at Acapulco, and 
the next northern station is San Diego. According to,re- 
ports ree@ived at Mazatlan the English have already de- 
posited coal on the island, and are at work building small 
landings with which to handle coal.” 

Four 32-knot torpedo boat destroyers are being con- 
structed for the Chinese Government by the Schichau 
Works, at Elbing, in Germany. They will have engines 
of 6,000 horse-power and must be finished within thirteen 
months, 

The Panama “Star and* Herald” says. that Uruguay 
proposes to double the number of its war vessels, and 
has ordered the construction of a torpedo catcher of 
1.200 tons and a small cruiser of 1,800 tons register. 

It has been found necessary to ask Congress for an 
additional appropriation of $70,000 that the gunboats 
Annapolis, Vicksburg, Princeton and Newport may be 
equipped with electric plants. This state of affairs is 
brought about as the result of making plans of so ex- 
pensive a character that the gunboats could not be con- 
structed with electric plants and come within the funds 
available, which was $230,000 in each case. Of the six 
ships authorized at the same time, two of them will be 
mult at San Francisco, with electric plants and twin- 
screws, While the gunboats built in the East have each 
one screw with full sail power. 

l: is expected that the Navy Department in a few 
days will appoint a board to test the turrets and ammu- 
nition hoists of the new cruiser Brooklyn.

THE GERMAN NAVY. 

The great importance of the recent experiments at 
Krupp’s artillery range, near Meppen, at which the Ew- 
peror, Prince Henry, and many eminent naval officers 
were present, is evident from the Emperor's order that 
all new first, second, and third-class iron-clads and cruis- 
ers shall be armed with 24-centimeter, 21-centimeter and 
15-centimeter quick-firing Krupps, whereas the maxi- 
mum calibre of such guns has hitherto been 15 centi- 
meters. Most of the German naval guns of the future 
will, therefore, be of a large and medium calibre, the 
former predominating. This is one of the consequences 
of the experience gained in the Chino-Japanese war, in 
which the two Japanese fleet cruisers, armed with 15- 
centimeter quick-firing guns, were splendidly successful. 
It is av good as certain that. the larger calibers of 1 
and 24 centimeters will be still more formidable, which 
is all the more important as: they render possible the 
diminishing of the thickness of the armor of swift cruis- 
ers. ‘The new 15-centimeter quick-firer sends its jec- 
tile with a velocity of 720 meters, rising to 1,080, and 
can pierce plates of 45 centimeters. The corresponding 
figures for the 2l-centimeter gun are 720, 2,583, and 63, 
and for the 24-centimeter gun, 720, 4,: and 72. 

The first-class ironclads Kaiser Friedrich der Dritte 
and Ersatz Friedrich des Grosse are to have four such 
24-centimeter guns in ironclad barbette turre with 
double revolving platforms, the first-class armo cruis- 
er Ersatz Leipzig the same in ironclad turrets, the five 
new second-class cruisers two 21-centimeter guns each 
in ironclad revolving turrets. Each of the two above- 
mentioned first-class ironclads is also to have eighteen 
of the new 15-centimeter guns, twelve in iron-clad sin- 

le casemates, and six in iron-clad revolving turrets; the ’ 
irsatz Leipzig to have twelve such, six in iron-clad sin- 
gle casemates and six in iron-clad revolving turrets, and 
the five second-class cruisers four in iron-clad singie 
casemates and four in iron-clad revolving turrets. For 
some years past all the smaller guns of the German 
Navy have been quick-firers, and ere long its whole ar- 
tillery will be of the quick-firing class.—Berlin Corre- 
spondence London Standard.

Brig. Gen. Frank Wheaton says in his annual report: 
“As there are 49,894 Indians on reservations within the 
limits of my command, it is a satisfaction to be able to 
report that none are on the warpath, nor are there any 
present indications that settlers on our Arizona, New 
Mexico, or Utah sparsely settled frontiers will be dis- 
turbed by them. The Apaches are steadily though 
slowly improving, cultivating their little farms, supply- 
ing our military posts with the results of their labor, and 
sending numbers of their brightest children to the In- 
dian school at Albuquerque, N. Mex. ‘The progress of 
the Utes—Uintahs and Uncompahgres—has been most 
gratifying. Under the supervision of their able and de- 
voted agent, Maj. James F’. Randlett, 9th Cav., they 
have opened during the past year miles of irrigating 
ditches, or rather irrigating canals. : 

“While I am able to report as above concerning In- 
dians located within this large military department, 
which embraces an area of 424,495 square miles, 33,865 
of which are included in Indian reservations, | must 
also invite the attention of the Adjutant General to the 
extraordinary amount of field service and laborious 
scouting performed by the troops in often successful pur- 
suit of little parties of renegade Apaches, who at night 
skulk across our border from Mexico into Arizona, hid- 
ing in most inaccessible mountain ranges, and seek an 
opportunity to steal from unguarded herds, or, as has 
twice occurred, kill an isolated herder. 

“Some idea can be conceived of the labor performed 
by the troops in their earnest and highly appreciated et- 
forts to rid Arizona of the pestilent Apache renegades 
who have crossed our southern border from the Sierra 
Guadalupe, on the Mexican frontier, when 1 report that 
the number of miles marched in Arizona and New Mex- 
ico since the last annual report by officers, non-com- 
missioned officers, and privates on this duty, scouting as 
orgunizations and detachments, is 42,457 mules. 

“Recent press dispatches report widespread disaffec- 
tion among the peaceable element of the Yaquis, which 
forms a large contingent of the working population in 
the southeastern part of the State of Sonora, Mexico. 
In all probability the energetic action taken on this side 
of the border has prevented the use of our territory as 
a base of operations for the Yaquis and their sympathiz- 
ers against the Mexican Government, with resulung in- 
ternational complications. In a letter to Col. Bacon, 
dated ‘lucson, Aug. 24, U. S. Marshal W. kk. Meade, 
writes as follows: ‘Permit me to thank you for your 
most timely and efficient work in suppressing the Santa 
‘eresa fanaticism in Arizona. 1 am of the opinion but 
for your promptness in placing troops in and near No- 
gales that Arizona would have been the rallying ground 
tor the filibusters and a much more terrible aftair than 
that of the 12th inst. would have followed.’ 

Speaking of Kort Apache Gen. Wheaton says: “The 
post is in a wild, rough, mountainous country and about 
100 miles from the village of Tolbrook, its nearest raii- 
road station. ‘Yhis road 1s often closed to winter travel 
by deep snows in the range twenty-four miles north of 
the garrison, which is in the heart of the Apache coun- 
try. | am glad to make an official record of the highiy 
satisfactory manner in which the difficulties of his com- 
mand, requiring rare tact and judgment, have been han- 
dled by the officer in charge of this remote station,— 
Lieut. Col. W. H. Powell, 11th Inf.” ‘ 

In his annual report, Capt. W. A. Glassford, Signal 
Officer, Department of the Colorado, says: “Even trom 
the limited view by one year’s results in this Depart- 
ment the deduction is unavoidable that the maintenance 
of the prescribed number of proficient signalmen at 
posts, as contemplated by the existing regulations, is not 
practicable, at least not without requiring more time 
than seems to be available for this drill. Moreover, even 
if it were practicable, men possessed of the necessary 
qualifications to become good signalists are usually se- 
lected by their company commanders for other responsi- 
ble duties, and so they are not available for signalling. 
The one lesson of the extended experience in this matter 
is that it is impracticable to maintain a state of proti- 
ciency in signaling in the line of the Army. ‘The pres- 
ent system of requiring the line to do the signaling was 
a mistdke in inception, has failed of enforcement, its 
profitless partial observance is a wasteful tax upon the 
energy of the line of the Army, and it is utterly unre- 
liable as a means of providing the Army with signal- 
ists when needed.” 





THE WEST POINT BATTERY. 

At the instance of Capt. James Parker, commanding 
the U. S. M. A. detachment of cavalry, a large card 
poster has been printed setting forth the war record of 
this company, to be framed and displayed in the bar- 
racks. It is worded as follows: 

“War Record of the West Point Battery (Battery D, 
Sth Art.), organized from the U. S. M. A. detachment 
of dragoons, Jan. 7, 1861, left West Point, N. Y., Jan. 
31, 1861. Strength of battery, 4 guns and 70 men and 
horses. It comprised the entire cavalry detachment, 57 
men, to which had been transferred 12 men of the artil- 
lery detachment and 1 musician.” : 2 

In computing the available forces for active service of 
the regular Army this detachment is sometimes omitted. 
This record of its magnificent services during the war 
of 1861-65 will demonstrate its value in the problem of 
national defense. The detachment of sixty-six men is 
organized and drilled as a troop of cavalry, and in drill 
and discipline is fully up to the average of the regi- 
mental troops of cavalry. In time of war it might pos- 
sibly even admit of expansion into two troops. Or else, 
as happened in 1861, it might become a battery of artil- 
lery, since the men obtain the necessary instruction by 
having to act as artillery drivers for the cadet battery 
drills. 

The battery was engaged in the following battles: Bull 
Run, Hanover Court House, Mechanicsville, | Gaines’ 
Mill, Malvern Hill, Mannasas, Antietam, 'redericksburg, 
Chancellorsville, Gottyabure, Rappahannock Station, 
Wilderness, Spottsylvania, North Anna, Cold Harbor, 
Weldon Railroad, Appomattox. At Bull Run the fail- 
ure to support this battery (together with Ricketts’ bat- 
tery) from a flank attack of the enemy, lost the battle. 
The battery, Griffin commanding, at Bull Run lost twen- 
ty-seven killed and wounded. At Gettysburg, the bat- 
tery, Hazlett commanding, held Little Round Top, the 
key of the battlefield, against repeated assaults of the 
enemy, losing its commander, but contributing greatly 
to the glorious victory. At Appomattox it was its ardu- 
ous efforts justified by the conquest of a noble peace. 
No organization has a prouder record. . 

The officers were all on duty at West Point, except 
Reed, who was appointed from Newburg. The bat- 


tery was ordered to Washington to assist in keeping or- 
der during the inauguration of President Lincoln. Ow- 
ing to very poor ice on the river, and the W. S. road not 


having been conceived, the battery marched over the 
mountain through very deep snow to the Erie Railroad. 
They took with them four 12-pound brass Napoleons, 
which they exchanged in Washington for six 12-pound 
Parrott guns. As the promise of trouble became more 
threatening every day, they were kept in Washington 
and finally took the field in May as part of the 5th Art. 
with 147 men and 152 horses. In the first battle, Bull 
Run, they lost five guns, Lieut. Hazlett’s gun, being the 
only gun saved from the enemy. Sergt. Doyle, who 
served with Hazletts’ gun, was a non-commissioned offi- 
cer twenty-eight years and seven months, and was the 
tirst man to take advantage of the retired list when it 
became a law in 1885, and is still residing in Highland 
Falls, with a clear eye, a splendid memory and a pleas- 
ing desire to talk of the events of the war. 

Col. Hasbrouck tells an anecdote to the effect that 
Sergt. Doyle was seated on a caisson when a shot tore 
the wheel away immediately under him, and Doyle 
jumped to the ground and wholly unaided, quickly se- 
cured the spare wheel from the rear, raised the heavy 
axle, and slipped the new wheel in place.

A usual feature is that a particular Indian (sometimes

W. C. C.—There will be a vacancy to West Poj 
from the 2d District of Oregon in 1901 and to Annapolis 
in 1902. _ Enlisted men, under 30 years of age, may take 
a preliminary examination at department headquarters 
March 15 of ma year for promotion to the grade of 
2d Lieutenant. Their applications should be filed Feb 
1 preceding. The preliminary examination is on English 
grammar, arithmetic, algebra, plane geometry and trig- 
onometry and surveying, geography, general history 
with particular reference to the United States, the cop: 
stitution of the United States, elements of internationg| 
law, Army regulations and drill regulations from which 
the candidate is selected, military record of candidates 
and physical aptitude. Successful candidates appear be. 
fore a board of five commissioned officers at Fort Leay. 
enworth, Kan., on Sept. 1 following, for a competitive 
examination in the same subjects. Soldiers who pass 
the final examination receive certificates as candidates 
for promotion, which are valid for one year. Eligibil- 
ity for promotion becomes operative when there are ya. 
cancies in the grade of 2d Lieutenant, and the list of 
additional 2d Lieutenants (graduates of West Point) 
has been absorbed. A candidate may present himself 
a second time for examination, and if successful may re. 
ceive a second certificate of elegibility, valid for a year, 
provided his age is not over 30 on the first of September 
of the year of examination. No candidate can present 
himself more than twice.

I. W. S. asks whether there has been any revision or 
alterations made in “Infantry Drill Regulations, U. §. 
Army, adopted Oct. 3, 1891.” Answer.—The Regula- 
tions for Infantry Drill is being revised by Maj, Gen. 
Ruger, and many changes mafle, but it is not yet ready, 
and will not be issued for some months yet. 

C. A. C. asks if there is a manual of sword exercises 
published under the head of the U. S. Army or Nay 
that could be used by a uniformed rank eguipped wit 
swords. Answer.—Yes. See the S. Cavalry Drill 
Regulations, which can be procured at our office. 

E. D. F. asks: (1) Is it the custom in the Army for 
the officer of the day, in making his rounds at night, to 
ca a lantern. Answer.—No. (2) When the officer of 
the day is challenged by sentinel, should he answer (pro- 
vided the sentinel has been furnished with the counter- 
sign) officer of the day? Answer.—No; the “officer of 
the day” answers the question as if, as a matter of course, 
he has the countersign. (3) Should sentinel challenge 
the relief which he knows is coming to relieve him? An- 
swer.—Yes; he knows nothing of the character of any- 
body approaching his post until he has verified them by 
sight or through the countersign. (4) Should officers or 
soldiers standing near the flagstaff uncover at retreat 
when flag has reached bottom of staff? Answer.—They 
should uncover while the flag is being lowered. (3) 
Should all soldiers uncover to the same flag (which is 
folded up) as it is being carried to or from the guard- 
house? Answer.—No; a flag which is not displayed is 
not saluted. (6) In battalion close order drill, would it 
be incorrect for captains to signal Halt with the sword, 
instead of giving verbal commands? Answer.—Yes; the 
Regulations prescribe “the captains give the necessary 
commands,” etc., etc., etc. 

W. asks: (1) Should an applicant for a commission iu 
the U. S. Army enlist next summer, and at the end of 
two years pass his final examination, is it possible that 
he would get his commission, or will the vacancies be 
few in number and only enough to supply the West 
Pointers; are the vacancies for 2d Lieutenants likely to 
continue to be so scarce? Answer.—In 1 there will be 
22 vacancies caused by retirements for age. It is impos- 
sible to state the number of vacancies which may occur 
by casualties, but the chances for promotion from the 
ranks are not so very bright. (2) How often do exami- 
nations for Acting Assistant Surgeons in the Army and 
Navy take place? What is the usual number of vacan- 
cies in each? What is necessary to appear before the 
examining boards? Answer.—There are no Acting As- 
sistant Surgeons now in the Army or Navy. Write te 
the Surgeon General of the Army and of the Navy at 
Washington, D. C., for information, if desired, as to As- 
sistant Surgeons. (3) Is it probable that any change will 
be made in the Army or Navy during the coming Admin- 
istration? Answer.—This cannot, of course, be foretold. 
The Navy may be increased, and the Army hopes for an 
increase of the artillery and the three-battalion organi- 
zation for the infantry. (4) Should the President wish 
to appoint a man a 2d Lieutenant in the Army, would 
he be able to do so; that is, if there was one vacancy in 
the grade of 2d Lieutenants, could the President take 4 
man from civil life to fill that vacancy, or would he be 
obliged to cali a board and examine all parties who had 
previously made oupuicetes for said position? Answer. 
—The act of June 18, 1878, prescribes that vacancies in 
grade of 2d Lieutenant shall be filled by appointment 
from the graduates of the Military Academy, so long a8 
any such remain in service unassigned; and any vacan- 
cies thereafter remaining shall be filled by promotion of 
enlisted men, and after exhausting the two classes 
named, may be filled by appointment of persons in civil 
life. While the law does not call for the examination by 
boards, of civilians for appointment as 2d Lieutenants, 
rules for such examinations have been prescribed by 
the President and are followed.

47th NEW YORK—COL. JOHN G. EDDY. 

Co. K held their regular weekly drill on Friday even- 
ing, Dee. 11, under command of Capt. Joseph Hart. In 
addition to the three officers, five sergeants and sixteen 
files, who were present at the company formation, there 
were eight files of recruits, making twenty-four files 


in all, which is a very good showing for 
a company of about 70 men, The company formation 
including the inspection was very rapidly executed. The 


men, as usual, looked neat and soldierly, and were at- 
tention at all times. The distances and alignments were 
very good in general, although in one or two instances 
the intervals between files were not as well observed as 
they might have been. On right and on left into line 
were very creditably executed, as was also the fronts 
into line. Still in regard to the left front into line, if 
the rear fours would keep together a little more, and pay 
ore attention to the step and cadence when in double 
time, the movement would be more perfect. Right for- 
ward, fours right was executed in a very satisfactory 
manner, In so many companies, the second four in ex- 
ecnting this very simple movement, oblique to their place 
in rear of the leading four, instead of making a two- 
thirds wheel to the right on a fixed pivot and then chang- 
ine direetion to the left on a movable pivot, but in this 
case the movement was executed as it should be. The 
wheeling about by fours, both in line and in column was 
very good. In changing direction either to the right or 
left, the fours marched squarely up to the wheeling point 
and wheeled very nicely. The oblique marching both in 
line and in column of fours was very fair, but there is 
still room for improvement in that respect, The man- 
nual of arms was very nicely executed, in fact with the 
exceptions noted above the drill was very good all the 
way through, Capt. Hart is a skillful tactician, and 
well up to date, and who is possessed of the faculty of 
knowing how to impart his knowledge to others, and is 
the fortunate possessor of two very efficient lieutenants, 
and the result is that Co. K is one of the best compa- 
nies in the 2d Brigade. The drill was to a large extent 
hampered by Co. D, who drilled on the same evening un- 
der command of Capt. John Strause, and who confined 
their drill largely to movements in the extended order, 
which is not only contrary to orders from Regimental 
Headquarters, for one company to drill in extended or- 
der when the other company is in closed order, but shows 
a decided lack of military courtesy for one company to 
menopolize the entire drill floor to the utter exclusion 
of the other, not to speak of giving the commands in 
such a loud and rapid manner that very often it was im- 
possible for the commanding officer of the other compa- 
ny to make himself heard. 

In regard to the drill of Co. D, there were 16 files front 
with some blanks in the rear rank, and the movements 
in general were very well executed. In the closed order 
the distances were very well kept and the alignments 
also yery good. The march in line and in column was

very good. On right and on left into line also very good. 
The extended order drill showed that the square and 
section leaders were well up in the various movements. 
But entirely too much time was devoted to this part of 
the drill, while the few movements executed in the closed 
order was very good, the time, or, at least, a large part 
of it, could have been more profitably employed in the 
company movement in closed order, and in the manual 
of arms.

For the first time in the past three or four years this 
regiment has had less than ten commands of twenty- 
four files at a review.

During 
the review in line the men were perfectly motionless, but 
the reviewing party kept very bad time during their 
march around the line, but it was partly owing to the 
band, the piece selected for that purpose being very in- 
appropriate. It was noticed that when the Colonel re- 
turned his sabre, before joining the reviewing officer, he 
did not unhook the scabbard, and consequently had to 
fumble around to insert the point of his sabre, At the 
close of the parade he again did the same thing. A lit- 
tle attention to Par. 496 D. R. would not be amiss. 

After the reviewing party had returned to their posts 
the command, companies right! was given and executed 
in an excellent manner; the first battalion was faced to 
the rear, and the two battalions closed en masse to get 
in position for the passage in review. The salute of the 
officers in general was very good. All the companies, ex- 
cept the2d and 3d, marched past with splendid lines and 
with faultless step.

NAVAL MILITIA. 


Comdr. J. W. Miller, of the Ist Naval Battalion of 
New York, in his annual report for the year ending Nov. 
1, summarizes the work of the battalion, with an ac- 
count of the summer camp and its instruction by U. S. 
Navy officers. As regards improving the efficiency of 
the battalion, Comdr. Miller states that it suffers from 
lack of facilities for great-gun drills, and requests that 
the State make requisition on the Navy Department for 
one five-inch gun and carriage. Much interest was taken 
in the Creedmoor shooting, but the results were not al- 
together satisfactory, as the command has no armory 
range for practice. It is also recommended that the 
State apply to the Navy Department to have one of the 


new Government torpedo boats permanently stationed 
in New York Harbor for the purpose of drilling the 
Naval Militia with modern torpedoes, rapid-fire guns, 
and mines. The Adjutant General is also requested to 
give all legitimate assistance to muster In the Brooklyn 
battalion, as the proper water defense of the State re- 
quires a much larger force of Naval Militia than now 
exists.

If Mr. Frederick P. Morris, of Flushing, selected for 
the position of Paymaster General on the staff of Goy- 
ernor-elect Black, of New York, is finally appointed, it 
will be an insult to every duty-doing officer and man jn 
the N. G. N. Y.. and a premium on delinquents and 
shirkers. The official records show that when Mr. Mor- 
ris was a private in the 17th Separate Company of 
Fiushing, he was expelled therefrom by unanimous vote 
for “general neglect of duty” and “disobedience of or- 
ders.” In the light of such a military record it is impos- 
sible that he should be given commission as a Brigadier 
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General in*the N. G. N. Y. Now that the facts are 
known to Governor-elect Black, he will no doubt select 
some one else for his Vaymaster General. A company 
in expelling a member does so for good and sufficient 
reasons’, and if Mr. Morris had performed his duty or, 
in the event of sickness preventing him, had properly 
taken the trouble to notify his C. O., as a soldier should, 
he would not have been expelled. 

The article in the Army and Navy Journal of Dec. 
12 last, on “Reform for the New York National Guard” 
met with general approval, and we commend it to the 
earnest attention of the new Governor and his Adjutant 
General. Instead of a permanent Major General receiv- 
ing compensation, however, it would be preferable, we 
think, to appoint an officer whose financial affairs are 
such as to make compensation unnecessary, and there 
are 2 nugither of such competent officers available among 
our Brigade Commanders and Colonels of Regiments. 

The 22d Regiment, New York, has decided to visit. 
Washington and participate in the inauguration cere- 
monies.

Maj. Gen. Miles and most of the officers of the Army 
are enthusiastic advocates of the use of the bicycle for 
military purposes, and it is likely that somewhat over a 
thousand soldiers of the Army will be equipped with 
bicycle outfits within the next year. A bill has been 
prepared for presentation to Congress to authorize the 
purchase of a sufficient number of bicycles to provide 
each fort and military station in the country with ten 
machines. Soldiers developing the greatest expertness 
on the wheel will be assigned to duties requiring rapid 
transit. Bicycles are now quite generally in use at many 
posts, but they are the personal property of the men, 
and are used chiefly for pleasure riding. 


Lieut. Goldbeck, of the German Army, in summing

A HORSESHOE WITHOUT NAILS. 

The latest thing is a horseshoe without nails. The 
principle is that instead of nails being driven into the 
hoof—which so often leads to “pricking” and lameness 
—the shoe is fixed to the outside of the 
hoof by means of little clips. These clips have smali 
teeth, which are driven into the side of the hoof. By an 
ingenious wedge arrangement, as the wear of the shoe 
goes on the more and more secure it becomes on the 
hoof. Further, in shoeing a horse, the village forge 
need not be called into service. You can shoe your ani- 
mal in a desert; at home your handy man can manage 
the business without trouble. Though new to the pub- 
lic generally, the invention has been tested by experts. 
Several horse-keeping firms in England have tested the 
nailless shoe, and the authorities of a German army 
corps have had it on trial for a year, and now make it 
an item in their stores.—Westminster “Gazette.” 





THE MASSACHUSETTS BRONZE VICTORY. 

The gift of the State of Massachusetts to the battle- 
ship, which bears her name, is net the familiar silver 
service, but a bronze statue of “Victory,” six feet high, 
and holding a sword in both hands. The statue has 
been affixed to the forward turret, where it will be con- 
spicuous. Some naval officers are of the opinion that a 
silver service is a handier remembrance to have aboard 
a warship than a bronze image.

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GRANT’S DEMEANOR ON THE FIELD. 

While the most critical movements were taking place, 
Gen. Grant manifested no perceptible anxiety, but gave 
pis orders, and sent and received communications, with 
a coolness and deliberation which made a marked im- 
pression upon those who had been brought into contact 
with him for the first time on the field of battle. His 
speech was never hurried, and his manner betrayed no 
trace of excitability or even impatience. He never ex- 
pibited to better advantage his peculiar ability in mov- 
ing troops with unparalleled speed to the critical points 
on the line of battle where they were most needed, or, as 
jt was sometimes called, “feeding a fight.” There was 
a spur on the heel of every order he sent, and his su- 
pordinates were made to realize that in battle it is min- 
utes Which control events. He said, while waiting for 
Burnside to get into position and attack: “The only 
time | ever feel impatient is when I give an order for 
an important movement of troops in the presence of the 
enemy, and am waiting for them to reach their destina-

tion. Then the minutes seem like hours.” He rode out 
to important points of the line twice during the day, in 
company With Gen. Meade, and two officers of the staff. 
It was noticed that he was visibly affected by his prox- 
imity to the wounded, and especially by the sight of 
blood. He would turn his face away from such scenes, 
and show by the expression of his countenance, and 
sometimes by a pause in his conversation, that he felt 
most keenly the painful spectacle presented by the field 
of battle. Some reference was made to the subject in 
that evening, and the General said: “I cannot 
hear the sight of suffering. The night after the first 
day’s fight at Shiloh I was sitting on the ground, lean- 
ing against a tree, trying to get some sleep. It soon 
hegun to rain so hard that I went into a log house near 
by to seek shelter; but L found the surgeons had taken 
possession of it, and were amputating the arms and 
legs of the wounded, and blood was flowing in streams. 
I could not endure such a scene, and was glad to return 
to the tree outside, and sit there till morning in the 
storm.” I thought of this remark while sitting by his 
bedside twenty-one years afterward, when_he, in the 
last days of his fatal illness, was himself undergoing su- 
preme physical torture.—From Horace Porter's “Cam- 
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The “Herald” has a story of mingled humor and tragedy 
to tell concerning Thanksgiving mince pies and juicy 
gobblers at the Military Academy.
